Their wealth never turned 
their heads as it does the heads 
of so many. It did not wean 
them away from God, but rather 
drew them more closely to Him, | 
which is very unusual. 

These gentlemen were gifted 
with that common sense which 
dictates that no child of a rich 
man should be _ started in life 
with many millions of dollars: 
that one million is usually t6o 
much for their own temporal or 
spiritual good. They also had 
faith enough to know that riches 
are likely to be more of a curse 
than a blessing to the children 
who inherit the same, unless the 
benediction of God passes on 
with the riches because He Him- 
self was made an heir. 

There is nothing more mean 
and inexcusable than not to in- 
clude God in the will with other 
heirs. If it be mean for a per- 
son to disinherit one who is very 
close to him, then what must it 
be to disinherit God, Who is rep-| 
resented in so many causes In 
this world which cry for relief 
and support? 

The late Thomas Fortune 
Ryan was a convert to the faith, 
and while many instances of 
charity during his life could be 
recorded, he left practically 
nothing to the works of Gou by 
his will—and his fortune seems 
to have been enormous.

The bandit leader addressed the 
priest as follows: “Father, we'd like to 
take the pledge against drink.

They were invited into the vestibule. 
Congratulating them upon their good 
intentions, Father Krakowski asked 
them if they couldn’t return later to 
take the pledge as he was ®nusually

Georgetown Tutor 
Again Is Appointed 
Lecturer At Hague 


Washington, D. C.—The appoint- 
ment of Dr. Thomas H. Healy, assist- 
ant dean of the Georgetown Univer- 
sity School of Foreign Service, as a 
professor at the famous Academy of 
International Law, an _ institution 
which holds its sessions in the Peace 
Palace at The Hague, was announced 
here recently. 

This is the second time since 1925 
that Dr. Healy has been invited to. 
lecture before the Academy, whose 
faculty each year is chosen from the 
leading authorities on international 
‘law. Among Americans who have 
'given courses at The Hague are Elihu 
'Root, Charles Evans Hughes and Dr. 
\James Brown Scott, chairman of the 
\graduate committee of Georgetown 
University.
